I he  slurp  rise  in  traffic  deaths  on  British 
Columbia  highways  may  be  a sign  of  the 
times,  but  it  ts  a most  unwelcome  one.  Sixty- 
one  persons  were  killed  between  January  1 
and  the  middle  of  August  in  provincial  high- 
way accidents  One  is  obliged  to  say  acci- 
dents ’ because  obviously  none  of  those 
deaths  was  incurred  by  design.  At  the  same 
lime  lar  too  much  human  carelessness  con- 
tributed to  that  result — a fatal  one  in  sixty- 
one  homes 

It  is  an  amazing  tact  that  the  majority  of 
all  highway  accidents  occur  in  broad  day- 
light. in  fine  weather  and  under  conditions 
when  visibility  u at  its  best.  Haste  and  ne- 
glect are  the  principal  causes  Superimposed 
on  this  condition  are  the  alcoholics,  who 
combine  their  libations  with  gasoline — a 
mixture  that  never  works  The  British  Co- 
lumbia practice  ot  stringing  beer  parlors 
along  the  highways  in  arithmetic  progres- 
sion has  contributed  to  nothing  so  steadily 
as  to  the  increase  in  the  accident  fatality  rate. 

If  a company  of  soldiers  at  their  war 
strength  of  200  men  had  61  casualties  in  the 
line  in  the  same  period  one  would  deem  that 
a fairly  high  rate  of  human  wastage  in  at 
tion.  To  think  that  61  lives  were  lost  in 
peacetime  at  home,  and  under  no  more  stress 
than  human  impatience  and  carelessness,  puts 
this  grim  result  in  its  true  perspective.  The 
trouble  is  that  the  victims  of  these  accidents 
arc  seldom  those  whose  carelessness  brought 
them  about. 

Highway  patrols  should  tighten  up  on 
such  drivers,  and  the  courts  should  make  an 
rxamplc  of  those  who  combine  their  fluid 
pleasures  at  the  expense  of  public  safety 

Clear  the  Driveway* 

Wc  like  the  first  installment  ol  the  city's 
new  traffic  by-law.  the  clearing  of  Douglas 
and  Yates  streets  for  substantial  distances  of 
the  obstruction  of  angular  vehicle  parking 
The  elimination  of  left  turns  on  Douglas 
Street  will  also  help  Surely,  however,  the 
city  docs  not  intend  to  stop  there'  What 
the  community  needs  with  its  present  voh 
umc  of  traffic  let  alone  what  may  transpire 
in  the  near  future  is  a complete  overhaul  of 
its  traffic  system. 

The  mam  consideration  is  to  make  the 
best  of  the  streets  wc  have  to  clear  them 
in  so  far  as  is  found  possible  of  stalled  and 
motionless  vehicles.  It  is  an  anachronism 
from  the  horse  and  buggy  days  to  permit  ex- 
tended parking  on  main  traffic  driveways, 
and  to  countenance  delivery  assembly  points 
in  the  middle  of  fire  arteries.  With  the 
community  growing  so  rapidly  as  it  is  do- 
ing. traffic  ‘ flow’  will  become  of  greater 
importance  than  any  small  advantage  this 
merchant  or  that  might  obtain  from  the  out- 
moded present  system. 

In  the  city  itself  there  is  need  of  both 
north  and  south,  and  cast  and  west  arteries 
that  will  be  kept  fully  open  To  sav  nothing 
of  congested  traffic,  these  are  the  lanes  fire 
trucks  must  use  in  clearing  the  heart  of  the 
town  To  set  them  an  obstacle  race  every 
time  they  leave  central  fire  headquarters  is 
not  sensible,  and.  through  the  years,  that  has 
probly  cost  this  community  a good  deal  of 
lost  property  and  money. 
f If  the  driveways  are  cleared  traffic  can 
flow,  and  its  normal  rate  can  be  speeded  up. 
In  that  way  everybody's  business  would  be 
improved,  and  rhcrc  would  be  no  losers  by 
an  orderly,  sustained  result.  Yates  and  Doug- 
las streets  obviously  arc  main  arteries  I hcy 
have  width  and  may  sustain  some  parallel 
parking:  but  they  would  be  still  better  with- 
out that,  at  least  in  the  city’s  heart  Fort 
Street,  narrow  and  car -tracked:  Government 
Street  in  the  same  condition,  and  other  like 
thoroughfares  should  have  no  parking  con- 
cessions at  all.  The  lime  has  come  to  clean 
up  a condition  which  has  dragged  Traffic

We  agree  with  what  The  Globe  and  Mail. 
Toronto,  said  editorially  recently  anem  the 
challenge  of  these  times  Morose  introspec- 
tion and  defeatism  never  yet  gained  anything 
of  value  for  the  world  Each  day  is  a chal- 
lenge with  all  of  its  obstacles.  Were  there 
no  obstacles,  indeed,  life  would  be  dull. 

Said  the  Toronto  journal 
It  is  not.  perhaps,  surprising  that  people’s 
confidence  in  the  future  is  at  a low  ebb  just 
now  Foreign  affairs,  strikes,  shortages,  the 
threat  of  inflation,  the  unremitting  talk  of 
new  weapons  and  new  ways  of  waging  war. 
all  bear  heavily  on  the  mind  and  spirit,  and 
make  even  moderate  optimism  seem  unreal, 
not  to  say  silly.  It  is  a mood  to  fight. 

“Unrelieved  pessimism  is  as  abnormal  as 
the  thoughtless  optimism  of  an  earlier  genera- 
tion. It  has  serious  dangers,  too,  in  that  it 
has  a tendency  to  paralyze  the  will  of  its  vic- 
tims. filling  them  with  a fatalism  which 
ceases  to  strive  against  the  forces  which  seem 
to  hold  sway.  No  single  factor  could  so 
effectively  work  for  their  complete  triumph, 
ax  the  surrender  of  all  faith  in  the  future  We 


may  not  know  what  the  world  is  coming  to. 
but  on  the  evidence  of  history,  we  have  a 
right  to  assume  that  there  will  be  a future 
and  one  less  terrifying  that  it  may  seem  at 
the  moment.  The  proverb,  The  darkest 
hour  is  just  before  the  dawn,’  emerges  from 
ancient  experience,  which  there  is  every  rea- 
son still  to  (rust. 

"It  is  a truism  that  we  in  Canada  lack 
vigorous  leadership,  not  merely  in  politics, 
but  in  the  broader  aspects  of  economic  enter- 
prise To  a great  extent  one  works  upon  the 
other,  of  course,  and  enterprise  would  live  up 
more  closely  to  irs  name  if  it  could  be  sure  of 
certainties  in  the  political  realm.  Likewise, 
politics  might  be  less  turbulent  and  indecisis'c 
if  the  industrial  and  commercial  drive  in  the 
.nation  was  mare  earnest  and  resolute.  But. 
leadership  springs  from  the  soul  of  the  people. 
It  is  not  imposed  upon  us:  it  emerges  from  us. 
Our  problems  would  be  much  more  manage- 
able if  there  were  defined  in  the  public  mind 
some  vision  of  the  nation’s  destiny,  some 
ideal  to  be  realized. 

“In  such  an  hour  as  this,  the  watchword  is 
defiance.  It  is  not  a lime  for  timidity  and 
retreat.  There  is  no  inspiration  in  caution. 
We  should  plan  boldly,  set  ourselves  difficult 
(asks,  challenge  the  spirit  of  the  nation. 

Make  no  little  plans.'  said  Lord  Burn- 
ham ‘They  have  no  magic  to  stir  men’s 
blood,  and  probably  themselves  will  not  be 
realized.  Make  big  plans,  aim  high  in  hope 
and  work,  remembering  that  a noble,  logical 
diagram  once  recorded  will  never  die.  but 
long  after  we  arc  gone  will  be  a living  thing, 
asserting  itself  with  ever-growing  insistence. 
Remember  that  our  sons  and  grandsons  arc 
going  to  do  things  that  would  stagger  us.’ 

“That  is  (he  antidote  to  discouragement. 
Let  faith  hold  up  its  head  The  vitality 
which  built  this  country  did  not  die  with  the 
pioneers,  it  is  only  sleeping  Wc  need  large 
vision,  and  a dear  call  to  achievement.  What, 
has  been  done  is  only  a foretaste  of  what  is 
possible  But  before  the  deed  musr  come  the 
will”

At  Quebec,  ftmoet  a year  ago.  rep- 
resentative* of  42  countries  founded 
a world  organisation,  the  first  of  tu  ] 
kind  It  Is  known  a*  the  Pood  and 
Agriculture  Organisation  of  the 
United  Nations,  and  fOr  short. 
PA.O,  It  was  created  with  the 
wholly  laudable  object  of  helping 
man  attain  the  several  things  he  1* 
moat  interested  In— good  living, 
health  and  peace. 

Building  on  fundamental  fact* 
pertaining  to  food  A clothing  and 
shelter,  considered  to  have  more  to 
do  with  the  well-being  and  content- 
ment of  the  mauoi  of  mankind 
than  any  other  problem  the  chief 
aim  of  the  PA.O,  as  set-out  in  one 
of  Its  Utile  publications  entitled 
“Corners*.one  for  a House  of  Life." 
should  meet  the  approval  of  all  hav- 
ing the  welfare  of  the  world  at 
heart. 

Taking  for  Its  thesis  the  generally 
established  fact  that,  for  the  most 
part  anyway,  food,  materials  to 
make  clothing  and  build  homes 
come  from  the  world's  farms,  waters 
and  foreeta.  P.A.O.  stresses  the  need 
tpr  general  Improvements  In  aU 
three  sources  so  directly  concerned 
with  both  domestic  output  and  com- 
mercial trade  between  nations,  all 
of  which  tend  to  make  for  Interna- 
tional health  and  happiness 

Sketching  the  unequal  distribu- 
tion of  the  essentials  for  content- 
ment prevailing  throughout  the 
world,  the  little  book  tells  of  wide 
differences  in  standards  of  living 
east  and  west.  In  some  countries 
like  North  America,  large  acreages 
• re  harvested  by  one  man  using 
machinery,  enabling  the  producer 
to  have  large  surpluses,  while  mil- 
lions of  Aslans,  still  using  wooden 
hand  tools,  can  hardly  raise  enough  1 
from  the  Impoverished  soli  to  feed 
themselves  even  under  the  most 
favors  big  conditions 
KNOW  l.ITTLE  OR  NOTHING 

This,  in  spite  of  what  science  has  1 
accomplished  in  the  past  one  hun-  | 
dred  years  to  bring  about  more  In-  I 
tensive  production  In  some  coun- 
tries. It  ts  still  true  that  where  Ihe 
greatest  concentrations  of  popula-  | 
tion  are  found  the  people  as  yet 
know  little  or  nothing  of  soil  con- 
servation. fertilization  or  the  protec- 
tion of  growing  crops,  and  conae-  1 
quentl.v  are  not  sble  to  produce  more  : 
than  enough  for  their  own  needs 
as  a rule,  which  means  thnt  In  some  ' 
years,  such  as  famine  times,  even  , 
the  tillers  of  the  soil  die  In  large 
numbers. 

F A O hopes  to  bring  about  world- 
wide co-operation  among  the  worlds 
two  billion./  two  hundred  million 
people  eventually,  so  that  this 
situation  can  be  remedied,  if  not 
done  away  with  altogether.  This  is 
going  to  prove  a gigantic  task,  but 
will  be  worth  all  the  effort  if  It  can 
play  n part  in  eliminating  such 
causes  of  International  discord;  the 
living  under  such  widely  aepa rated 
conditions,  with  plenty  on  the  one 
hand  and  dirt  want  on  the  other. 

Main  source  ot  world  progress  | 
possibilities  of  peace  are  bound  up 
in  the  farm,  it  is  pointed  out.  , 
Populations,  as  well  as  methods  of 
production,  naturally  determine  re- 
sults everywhere,  There  are  many 
problems  Some  of  thr  lands  are 
concerned  with  commercial  agri- 
culture. while  other  lands  confine 
farming  lo  home  needs.  But  wnlle 
this  Is  realized  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  12  countries  subscrib- 
ing to  the  alms  of  F.A.O.,  It  Is  also 
appreciated  that  all  problems  are 
not  going  to  be  solved  In  a hurry,  no  ' 
matter  how  much  enthusiasm  Is 
displayed. 

Of  fisheries,  a source  of  proteins 
many  people  lack  and  in  some  rases 
hardly  taste  at  all.  F A O.  Is  In- 
terested In  the  development  of 
fisheries,  marketing  of  same,  and 
the  discovery  or  inexpensive  ways  of 
processing  sea  foods,  so  the  product 
will  keep  well  and  attain  the  widest 
distribution. 

As  for  the  forests,  which  supply 
material  for  houses,  furniture, 
paper  and  other  commodities,  the 
planting  of  trees  In  more  or  leas 
treeless  regions  of  the  world  is  one 
of  the  hopes  of  PA.O.  which  In- 
stances the  present  plight,  of  some 
people  where  there  are  no  forests 
jin  India  for  instance,  manure  badly 
' needed  as  fertilizer,  is  used  for  fuel, 
while  In  China,  where  the  forests 
disappeared  from  the  hills  genera- 
tions ago.  vast  tonnages  ot  precious 
soil  have  been  carried  away  In  the 
wash  of  swollen  rivers. 

FOP  TIIF.  GOOD  OF  A LI. 

All  F A.O.  can  do.  however,  la  en- 
deavor to  educate  the  people  of  the 
world  to  carry  out  Its  recommenda- 
tions. It  cannot  go  into  different 
countries  to  carry  out  Its  sugge*-  1 
tlons  or  force  governments  to  act. 

It  Is  not  trying  to  do  that;  but  Is 
evidently  endeavoring  to  impress 
the  necessity  of  doing  these  things 
themselves  of  their  own  free  will.  ' 
If  this  can  be  done,  eventually  It 
might  be  possible  for  all  nation*  to  ' 
work  together  for  the  good  of  all.
